WELCOME TO THE 
WALLACE COLLECTION 


We are a national museum housing 
masterpieces of decorative art, painting, 
sculpture, and arms and armour. 


Built over the 18th and 19th centuries by 
the Marquesses of Hertford and Sir Richard 
Wallace, our collection is one of the finest 
and most celebrated in the world. It was 
given to the British nation in 1897 by Sir 
Richard's wife, Amélie, so that it could be 
kept together and enjoyed by generations 
of visitors. lt was an astonishing bequest 
and one of the greatest gifts of artworks 
ever to be transferred into public ownership. 


Sir Richard Wallace renovated and extended 
Hertford House to accommodate his ever- 
expanding collection. After the 1897 
bequest, the rooms were converted into 
museum galleries and the Wallace Collection 
was born. Galleries replaced the stabling, 
coach-houses and smoking room. Many 
substantial changes have been made since 
the museum opened in 1900, 


Today, we care for the collection through 
research and conservation, and preserve it 
for future generations. Our aim is to share 
the collection with as broad an audience 
as possible.

OUR FOUNDERS 


FRANCIS SEYMOUR-CONWAY 

1st Marquess of Hertford (1719-1794) 
The 1st Marquess of Hertford was 
ambassador to France and began the 
family's close association with the 
Royal Household. He acquired paintings 
by Canaletto, and commissioned family 
portraits from Joshua Reynolds. 


FRANCIS INGRAM SEYMOUR-CONWAY 
2nd Marquess of Hertford (1743-1822) 
Like his father, the 2nd Marquess of 
Hertford was a courtier and diplomat. 

He was gifted Gainsborough's portrait 

of the actress Mary Robinson by the 
Prince of Wales, later George IV. He also 
acquired portraits by Joshua Reynolds 
and George Romney. 


FRANCIS SEYMOUR-CONWAY 

3rd Marquess of Hertford (1777-1842) 
The 3rd Marquess of Hertford was a 
major contributor to the collection. His 
marriage to Maria Fagnani brought him 
great wealth, which he used to fund a 
flamboyant lifestyle and to collect 
18th-century French decorative art, 
17th-century Dutch paintings, and 
French and Italian sculpture. 


RICHARD SEYMOUR-CONWAY 

4th Marquess of Hertford (1800-1870) 
Though born in London, the 4th Marquess 
spent most of his life in Paris where he 
focused on collecting. Able to outbid any 
competition, he sought out works of art 
with illustrious provenance, including 
French 18th-century decorative art 

and sculpture, paintings and arms and 
armour.

SIR RICHARD WALLACE 

(1818-1890) 

Sir Richard Wallace was born in London 

but grew up in Paris. He worked as an art 
agent for the 4th Marquess of Hertford. In 
1870 he inherited Hertford's collection, to 
which he added European arms and armour 
and medieval and Renaissance works of art.

Julie Amélie Charlotte Castelnau was 
born in humble circumstances in Paris 
but moved to England after marrying 
Richard Wallace in 1871. She shared her 
husband's interest in philanthropy. She 
bequeathed the Collection to the British 
nation in 1897.
